Steadily has the work, in all its departments, 
advanced during the past year, and through this Chapel have 
the ministrations of the Gospel been freely ministered to the 
poor, the sick, and the needy, both young and old. As regards 
the Sunday-School, we have just cause for sincere thankfulness. 
From the efficient and devoted Superintendent down to the 
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youngest child in the school, everything betokens that, in this 
nursery of the Church, all that care and work can do has been 
done, and done faithfully. All honor be accorded to that faithful 
band of Officers and Teachers,— may their labors in that portion 
ot the vineyard of our God be abundantly blessed. The out- 
look for the coming year, we think, is brighter than for some 
years past; and if every member of this Association will stand 
by our beloved Rector and Minister in Charge, we feel sure the 
work committed to its care will be abundantly blessed and 
prospered.

To the Rev. Win. F. Moi-gan, D.D., Rector of St. Thomas' Church., and 
to the Members of " St. Thomas Association for Parish WorkJ" 

Gentlemen : 

Seven years of mission work, within the juris- 
diction of your Chapel, enables me to testify that your Chris- 
tian work in this section of our populous city has brought 
both spiritual and temporal blessing to a large class of our 
citizens, who otherwise would have been friendless and neg- 
lected. I will not enter into the jnmutia of figures, or exact 
detail, to assure you of the precious fruit already ripening 
upon the young vine of your faithful planting. The fullest 
enumeration of baptisms, and confirmations, and communicants 
gathered into the fold, cannot represent the far-reaching and 
leavening effects of the blessed influence emanating from this 
centre of church work, established and sustained by your 
benevolence. I would take you with me in my visits from 
house to house, and show you the dear children who are 
being trained up in godly culture at our Sunday-school, and 
the parents who, amid all the toil and privation of every-day 
life, are cheered by the "reasonable, religious, and holy hopes " 
set before them in the sweet service and the sacred teachings 
of their dear Chapel. It is in youthful character moulded for 
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eternity ; it is in hearts that were once bowed down with life's 
sorest burdens, now lifted and cheered by Christian hopes 
and Christian sympathy ; it is in households breathing an 
atmosphere of pure and godly living, instead of the old, pesti- 
lential damps of sin and shame ; it is in these enduring proofs 
that I would have you realize the priceless fruits of your 
noble mission work among the poor and helpless committed 
to my charge. Now, in view of such gracious results attend- 
ing your devoted care of this branch of the true vine, through 
the past seven years of its vigorous growth, I would urge 
you to greater diligence and a much larger outlay for the 
future. Establish a fund for the payment of rent ; for the 
decent burial of those whose friends are too poor to procure 
even a shroud for their dead ; for daily food in households 
where there is actually no bread. Do not compel me to go 
empty-handed to console the widow who is about to be 
driven from her home for non-payment of rent ; to speak 
words of sympathy to the mother who says to me, " Sir, 
I have nothing wherewith to bury my child ;" or to the 
family whose members are starving, and who want bread more 
than kind words. If it had not been for the generous donation 
of two hundred dollars from Mr. Anson R. Flower, a member 
of this Association, during the past year, I do not know what I 
would have done in such cases as (sad to say) the facts have 
realized rather than imagination suggested. The special point 
that I wish to fix in your minds is this : that no mission to the 
poor can be successfully carried on unless the pastor, bearing 
the Bible and the Prayer-book in his right hand, also carries the 
well-filled purse in his left hand. First alleviate the causes that 
bring woe to the heart and tears to the eyes, and then the 
brightened eye and the lightened heart are ready to read the 
word of the truth of the Gospel, and to listen with joy to its 
proffers of salvation and peace. 

During the past year the various branches of our benevolent 
work at the chapel have been sustained by the willing co-opera- 
tion of the ladies of the Parish Church. The "Helping Hand 
Association " closed its sessions at Easter, with a membership 
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of eighty (80) mothers, and an expenditure, for their benefit, of 
five hundred dollars. The fall sessions will commence on 
Thursday, November 4th, and continue every Thursday during 
the winter. The Industrial School has prospered in numbers 
and interest until the school-room has become too small for the 
increasing classes. These signs of expansion and development, 
through such practical avenues of benevolence, afford the most 
convincing proof that the goal now before your Association — of 
erecting a building adjoining the chapel, for the Sunday-school 
and benevolent societies — is an absolute essential to their unre- 
stricted growth and progression. Our prosperous Sunday-school 
has commenced the fall term with large • classes, a full corps of 
teachers, and a marked increase of zeal and interest among the 
scholars. The report of our devoted and efficient Superintend- 
ent, Mr. Alexander C. Morgan, will furnish the exact account of 
the condition of the school. As an instance of the local interest 
of our Parishioners in the Chapel, I am happy to state that a 
fund for recarpeting the entire chapel has lately been initiated, 
and already amounts to $215.36. The offenngs of the Sunday- 
school, on Sunday next, are to be devoted to this object, and will 
very materially aid it. During the past year, I have baptized 
three (3) adults, and sixty-five (65) children— total, sixty- eight 
(68) persons ; presented thirty-three (33) candidates for con- 
firmation ; admitted twenty-two (22) persons to the Holy 
Communion — the present number of communicants being about 
two hundred ; solemnized ten (10) marriages ; attended twenty- 
eight (28) funerals ; have administered the Holy Communion priv- 
ately on several occasions ; and made seven hundred (700 )par- 
ochial visits. The offerings from the Parishioners of the Chapel 
have been : For St. Thomas' Association, $734.01 ; Holy Com- 
munion Alms, $106.59; Diocesan Missions and other charities, 
$35.30 ; for the carpet fund, $21 5.36— total, $1,091.26.

ARTICLE I. 

Najne and Object. 

1. This Association shall be known by the name of "St. 
Thomas Association for Parish Work," 

2, Its object shall be to perform such work in the 
Parish as may, from time to time, be required from the lay 
members. 

ARTICLE 11. 
Membership. 

1. Any male member of the Parish, in good standing, may 
be proposed for membership, at any regular meeting, which 
proposition shall lie over for final action until the next regular 
meeting, when, unless he shall receive more than four negative 
votes, he shall become a member. 

2. On the payment of one hundred dollars, any member 
of the Parish may be elected' an honorary member of the 
Association. 

ARTICLE III. 
Officers. 

The officers of this Association shall consist of a Coun- 
selor, President, First, Second and Third Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary, Treasurer and an Executive Committee, consisting 
of seven members, of which the First Vice-President shall be, 
ex-officio, chairman, who shall perform such duties as the By- 
Laws shall prescribe. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Amendments. 

1. This Constitution shall not be amended except at the 
annual meeting of the Association. 

2. All amendments to this instrument shall be proposed at 
the regular meeting of the Association, held at least three weeks 
preceding the annual meeting, when such action thereon shall 
be taken as the Association shall deem proper. 
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BY-LAWS. 



CHAP TER I.— Of Officers. 

ARTICLE L 
The Rector shall be Counselor of the Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Association. 

ARTICLE in. 

In the absence of the President, one of the Vice-Presidents 
shall preside. 

ARTICLE IV. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to be present at all the 
meetings of the Association, call the roll, take minutes of the 
proceedings of the Association, and keep the same in a journal 
provided for the purpose, read all the minutes, letters, motions, 
or communications, ordered to be read, notify members of all 
meetings, give due notice to persons elected members of this 
Association of such election, and to attend to such other mat- 
ters connected with the office, as the Association, or the pre- 
siding officer, shall direct. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Treasurer shall collect the dues, take charge of the 
funds of the Association, pay all bills approved by the Executive 
Committee, and render an annual report at the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VL 

The Executive Committee shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the affairs of the Association, attend to all business 
referred to them, and render an annual report at the annual 
meeting. Not more than three members of the retiring Execu- 
tive Committee shall be re-elected. 
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CHAPTER II.— Of Meetings. 
ARTICLE I. 

The Annual Meeting of this Association shall be held on 
the first Friday evening in the month of November of each year 
when the officers for the ensuing year shall be chosen by ballot 
and the annual reports received and acted upon. 

ARTICLE II. 

The regular meetings shall be held monthly, on the first 
Friday evening in each month, at 8 o'clock, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

ARTICLE III. 

The President shall call special meetings at the written re- 
quest of five members, 

ARTICLE IV. 

The order of business at all meetings shall be as follows : 

I. Religious exercises. 

« 2. Calling the roll. 

3. Reading the minutes. 

4. Propositions for membership. 

5. Election of members. 

6. Collection of dues. 

7. Reports of committees and officers. 

8. Unfinished business. 

9. Original business. 

ARTICLE V. 
Five members shall constitute a quorum. 



CHAPTER III. —Of Members. 
ARTICLE I. 

The name of any member may be stricken from the roll, 
at any regular meeting, by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present. 
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ARTICLE II. 

The regular dues of the members shall be one dollar per 
month, payable semi-annually in advance, at the monthly meet- 
ings in November and May. 



AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote, at 
any regular meeting, and suspended at any meeting by a unani- 
mous vote.

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The fourth year of the Industrial School of St. Thomas' 
Chapel ended on the 24th day of April, 1880, crowned, as hav^ 
been the previous years, with success and blessing. Through- 
out the season, each Saturday morning has found teachers and 
children faithfully pursuing their labors ; and, as a consequence 
of this perseverance in well-doing, great improvement has been 
noticed in the quality of the work produced by the children, as 
well as increased neatness in their dress, and gentleness of de- 
portment. One signal advantage connected with the school, 
ensuring heightened interest on the part of its members and 
their more successful progress and improvement, has been the 
regular attendance of the same children from year to year ; for, 
as no child is admitted to the Sewing School who does not also 
attend the Chapel Sunday School, the same feeling which draws 
them to their spiritual home on Sundays seems to inculcate in 
them a desire to cling to everything connected with that home, 
and thus each returning season we are greeted by familiar faces 
and welcomed as friends rather than strangers. The weeks of 
steady and improving occupation followed each other so peace- 
fully and pleasantly that there was a universal feeling of regret 
when the first warm days of spring brought to mind the fact that 
the time had come for a temporary loosening of those ties which 
habit and growing interest had made strong between teachers 
and taught* The merry, festal day, however, with which the 
school year closed, left, at least, pleasant memories, and, for the 
time, banished every feeling but gladness and gratitude. The 
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east provided by the g^enerous ladies, who thus, each year, bring 
happiaess to the children's hearts, was followed by the presen- 
tation of a book-case to the Rev. Mr. Lowry on the part of the 
managers and teachers of the school, in acknowledgment of the 
kind support received at his hands in their work and labor of 
love. Then, with a hymn of praise, earnest prayers for a con- 
tinuance of God's mercy, as well as of thankfulness for the past, 
and the Rector's benediction, closed another year of blessing, 
earnest, we trust, of many more to come, until they shall merge 
into the Eternal Year when each prayerful effort of this life shall 
receive its glad fruition and reward.

A letter was read from Bishop Morris, regretting liis inability 
to be present, and asking the Society's aid in procuring the ser- 
vices of a trained nurse for the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, 
at Portland, Oregon, the only Protestant Christian hospital on 
the Pacific coast. 

Applications for missionary boxes were made from several 
sources, which were referred to committees. 

Dr. Twing then briefly addressed the meeting upon the out- 
look in the field of Missions. Great feeling and interest had 
been inspired by the grand missionary meetings held recently 
during the convention. He was sure that delegates generally 
had gone home with new ideas and new intentions for mis- 
sionary work. With a brief rehearsal of plans for the coming 
year, he closed with a compliment to this Society for its suc- 
cessful efforts in the cause. 

The meeting then closed with the singing of the Doxology 
and the benediction by the Rector.

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The fifth year of our auxiliary mission work has closed, It 
has been a year of kindly Christian intercourse for those who 
worked together for the Master, but saddened by the recollec- 
tion that one of our members has gone to her rest and ceased 
from her earthly labors. Before our society was organized she 
worked single-handed and set a noble example to her sisters in 
the parish. Devoted to the cause of Domestic Missions, she 
was untiring in her efforts to send to the clergy in our distant 
stations the comforts that their meagre salaries rendered it impos- 
sible for them to procure. She will be mourned in many a 
home, and her death leaves a sad gap in our circle. The So- 
ciety had hoped this year for a greater accession to its numbers 
from the ladies of the parish ; but the few who have joined us 
have worked heartily. 

If each communicant would contribute something to the 
general fund, and sanctify her gift, great and small, with ear- 
nest prayer for the salvation of human souls, what great results 
might we expect ! The cash contributions of the Ladies' Mis- 
sionary Association for Domestic, Foreign, Indian, Mexican 
and Freed men's Missions, amount this year to $1,777.49; ^^^^ 
the donations of books, clothing and other articles are valued at 
$1,009.01. In addition to this, the Young Ladies' Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society paid over $268.00 to the Mexican League for 
seven scholarships in the orphanages, and $70.00 for a scholar- 
ship in St. John's College, Shanghai. They also sent a box of 
clothing to the Rev. Mr. Fair's school at Cape Palmas, Africa, 
valued at $40.00. 

The Young Ladies' Indian Society contributed 190 garments, 
92 of which were sent to Hope School, under the superintend- 
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ence of Bishop Hare ; the remainder to St. Mary's School, un- 
der the direction of Miss Ives. Value of boxes not given ; ma- 
terials valued at $56.58. 

The several Treasurers' reports show the disposition made 
of the money, and the destination of the various boxes. A very 
earnest appeal is made by the Foreign Committee for the sum 
of $100.00 to v/ards the outfit and passage of a new lady mis- 
sionary to Osaka, Japan, to take the place of Miss Eddy, whose 
failing health requires a /acation. 

Bishop Morris asks most earnestly for money to pay the 
salary of a trained nurse in his hospital, the only Protestant one 
/ now existing on the Pacific coast, as the hospital formerly 
opened in California has been abandoned. 

Great efforts are being made to sustain schools in the South 
for the mental and religious ttaining of the freedmen. The 
colored people are very destitute of clothing. A committee was 
appointed last January to collect money for this branch of mis- 
sion work, and one lady undertook the cutting out of 450 gar- 
ments. One box has been sent to an orphanage in Baltimore, 
in connection with the Mt. Calvary parish, valued at $150.00. 
Funds are wanting to carry on this work and complete another 
box alinost ready to be sent to Jackson, Missouri. 

The reading of the addresses made by our Missionary Bish- 
ops at the Convention, and of the letters published monthly in 
the Spirit of Missions, cannot fail to awaken the conscience to 
a sense of the importance of missions and their comprehensive- 
ness. Missionary work means the preaching of man's sinful- 
ness and disobedience to God, and the hope of salvation through 
a crucified Redeemer, whether among the ignorant and irre- 
ligious of our land, or among the heathen in other lands. 

It means the building of churches where the precious sacra- 
ments of Baptism and the Holy Communion may be adminis- 
tered to Christians removed from the centres of civilization and 
religious privileges. 

It means the patient exposition of the word of God in our 
own tongue, or the difficult and laborious rendering of it in a 
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strange language ; the persev^ering effort to light up minds 
darkened by superstition and traditional prejudice, and the con- 
stant combat with idolatry, whether it be of graven images or 
the lustful god, Mammon, who rules alike in Christian and 
heathen lands. 

It means the building of schools for the guidance of the 
young in paths of virtue and of learning, and the establishment 
of hospitals, where, as in the days of Christ, the missionary may 
minister to the suffering body as well as to the sin-sick soul. 

It means a life of self-sacrifice and the fulfillment of the royal 
law of love, with increasing prayers and a patient waiting for 
the fruits of labor, as the husbandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth and hath long patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain. 

What shall we do to help these laborers in God's vineyard ? 
We must give them our earnest prayers and sympathy, and, as 
God has ordained that m this material world material resources 
must supplement the spiritual forces, we must give of our sub- 
stance. 

Will not every lady in our parish give something — money, or 
clothes, or books, or linen, or anything that will make the mis- 
sionary's house comfortable.? Will not some one contribute 
towards the salary of the three lady missionaries for whom no 
provision can be made by the general Board ; or towards the 
support of a nurse in the Wuchang Hospital for women and 
children ; or towards scholarships in the schools of China, 
Japan, Africa and Greece ; or in those Indian schools which 
are destined to reconcile the red and the white man in future 
generations ? The field is large. May it be tilled and ready for 
the Loi'd of the harvest.
